How could you say no to a 
group like YES. Five guys 
who play as one; who are 

hot in England, and about 

to set fire to the States. 
YES has been an undiscovered 
group in America for some 
time, but have all the sub- 
stance of becoming head- 
liners on their own. They 
have appeared with Ten Years 
After, and recently in Chi- 
cago with Emerson Lake & 
Palmer, which was YES' first 
time here. Said STEVE HOWE,

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recorded the YES album. We 
have a new album out now 
called FRAGILE, which we are

The Plight o 


With the approaching New Year, every journalist, 
commentator and prophet crawls out from under his 

rock, surveys the previous year's proceedings and 
prepares to unfold before us the horrors and the 

hopes for the upcoming twelve months. This year's 
predictions probably won't differ much from the 

last. 

I do hope this year, however, that the prognostica- 
tors include the field of rock music in their pre- 
dictions(last year it was generally slighted). The 
reason is obvious. The influence and the cultural im- 
portance of rock music can no longer be disregarded ev- 
en by its most ardent critics. How can one overlook a 
business that yearly does over $1.5 billion in record 
sales alone. 

I'm also hanging on, hoping that this year someone at- 
tempts to deal with what appears to be the major pro- 
blem rock music must confront and at least make an at- 
tempt to resolve during 1972. The problem, simply put, 
is the ability of that vast rock audience to seek out 
and discriminate between that which is obviously in poor 
taste and that which is justifiably good music. 

There was a time when all music could generally be play- 
ed on AM radio and the criteria for making it usually 
boiled down to the amount of airplay the particular 
singer, group or band received. Rock music changed all 
that. With the increasing popularity of longer album 
cuts and with rock music entering a more progressive 
and sometimes experimental era, it became obvious that 
AM radio with its Top 40 oriented format would not be 
able to provide exposure for new artists and material. 
FM radio became the savior of rock music, but within the 
past year or so it has become obvious that even this 
medium is reaching a point where exposure of new art- 
ists is dwindling. Now what? 

The problem basically is that the rock music consumer 
is so bombarded by new groups and new labels that he 


OK, we all know that Merle Haggard wrote "Okie From 
Muskogee", the rednecks' national anthem, and that 
anyone who'd write something like that has got to 
be a fascist pig and have nothing at all worth say- 


ing to us, right? Wrong. Some very hip people (Kris 
Kristofferson, John Fogerty, the Burrito Brothers, 
the Everly Brothers, and others)dig Merle Haggard a 
lot, and make a point of saying so by doing some of 
his songs. On the albums I have by these people, the 
Merle Haggard songs are consistently outstanding (Ma- 
ma Tried and Sing Me Back Home on the Everly Bros.' 
"Roots" album, and White Line Fever on the last Bur- 
rito Bros. album, for example). Then I read the rave 
review of Merle's latest album "Someday We'll Look 
Back" in Rolling Stone and figured I'd give it a 

try. 

I'm going to digress for a minute. Have you ever lis- 
tened to Merle's live version of "Okie"? He sounds 
like he's going to break out laughing after every line 
while the rednecks cheer him on. Is he putting them 
on and us as well? I think so. The feeling I get 
from it is similar to what I got out of most of Bob 
Dylan's "Self Portrait" album, in that there's a sub- 
tle and strange sense of humor at work here that be- 
comes quite cosmic once you discover it. End of di- 
gression. 


Anyway, the first time through listening to "Someday 
We'll Look Back", I was stunned. My first impres- 


sion was "This record is a masterpiece!" And every 


the Product 


is all too often unable to keep track of what's happen- 
ing in the rock medium. Every time he walks into a mu- 
sic store he is confronted by new albums of at least a 
jozen new groups not to mention the more popular artists 
all of whom are competing for his ever shrinking dollar. 
Jith albums running anywhere from $4 to $15 one cannot 
afford to take a chance on a group or artist he has nev- 
er heard. How many would purchase an album by Paul 
Williams, Shanti, Marc Benno, Commander Cody or Marc 
Ellington when next on the shelf is the new Led Zepp- 
lin, Santana and the Bangla Desh Concert album. 

The rock consumer, befuddled by what he sees, will un- 
doubtedly turn to the more familiar product thus often 
by-passing albums that are every bit as good, if not 
better. He is even more likely to pass up an unknown 

if he has been "burned" before purchasing a poor album 
by a new artist. 

Rock, putting it very simply, is suffering from obesity. 
It has become so loaded down with "trash" that it seems 
at times to be stifling the very creative instincts that 
nurtured it. It is no longer a cultural phenomenon, but 
a commercial product that must be marketed as such. And, 
as sound economics would dictate, this is the way record 
companies approach it. 

As the size of the rock audience increases, so do the 
number of new groups and artists competing for his mon- 
ey and allegience. It wouldn't be so bad if even half 
of the new faces were capable of producing anything re- 
motely resembling music. 

What the record companies seem to fail to realize is that 
there is a saturation point, that the law of diminishing 
returns applies to the record industry as well. The 
market will sustain only so much. What happens when we 
reach the saturation point? Will the market become so 
glutted with a mediocre product that the consumer will 
no longer be able to distinguish between that which is 
obviously bad and that which is good music. Will rock 
market itself right out of existence. Dave Hersrud

time I've played it since has only confirmed it. Lo- 
oking at it from a psychological viewpoint, Merle Ha- 
ggard has spilled his guts out to us, yet he does it 
with a sense of subtleness and taste that was altoge- 
ther missing from John Lennon's first solo album, for 
instance. 

If you think Merle Haggard's 
background is typical of some right right wing Bir- 
cher, think again. Born and raised in Oklahoma of a 
poor dirt farmer's family, he moved with his family 
to California in the '40's, where everyone thought 
they'd find some gold pot at the end of the rainbow 
that wasn't there. The disappointment in discover- 
ing that the great American dream didn't work did 
some strange things to Merle's head. He spent a lot 
of time on the road, hopping freights and getting in 
trouble with the law. He's been in prison for a cou- 
ple of years for burglary and safe cracking. In his 
own way, he's paid his dues as much as many black 
blues singers and a whole lot more than a lot of o- 
ther country singers, and it comes through magnifi- 
With Me" have that subtle Merle Haggard humor I talked 


about earlier, that makes these songs works of art. 
cently in his music. End of digression number two. 
Getting back to the album, three of the songs on Tt 
(One Row At A Time, California Cottonfields and Tu- 
lare Dust) deal with the disillusionment of his fam- 
ily's migration to California and his urge to get a- 
way from the situation.

ROCKIN'FOO were in town to 
do a five night gig, and as 
far as they were concerned, 
was a gig they could have 
done without. It wasn't do- 
ing their career much good, 
and, in fact, it set them 
back a few of their own do- 
llars. But that's showbiz 
in the rock world. ROCKIN' 
FOO cannot be distinguished 
from many other rock bands, 
although they say their 
sound is "different". Two 
of the guys WAYNE ERWIN 
(guitar, lead vocal), and 
MICHAEL RACCOON (keyboards 
and vocals) are from Chi- 
cago, but left for Calif- 
ornia a few years ago, 
where they met up with LES 
BROWN JR. (drums), and RON 
BECKER (bass, slide guitar) 
which hatched ROCKIN' FOO 
almost three years ago. 
Most groups work at other 
jobs to support themselves 
while waiting for the big 
break; but the FOO rent a 
house on Malibu and are 
relying solely on their 
talents to bring home the 
bread. Already with two 
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albums, "that no one ever 
heard of", on UNI, they 
hope to start another one 
soon. -Even though there 
are a million bands, the 
guys don't consider the 
field competitive. "There 
is plenty of music, and 
plenty of different types 
of music." The guys also 
said that only a few choice 
bands make it to the top; 
the groups who have been 
hyped a lot, and the ones 
who make it on talent. 
ROCKIN' FOO also concluded 
that they wanted to be 
"rich and famous", and rea- 
lly didn't want to go the 
extreme hype route, even 
though some publicity is 
essential.

backup band, look like the meanest bunch of rednecks 
you'll ever see. They are, however, an extremely fine 
band that enhance the songs tremendously with their good 
taste; they never overpower a song, yet their musician-

If you like country music at all, you'd really be do- 
ing yourself a favor by picking up "Someday We'll Look 
Back". And don't be surprised if you start hearing 
more Merle Haggard songs recorded by more and more rock 


groups on their upcoming albums.
